Sollowing..Doctor Moor2’s address, 
Doctor Passmorc, superintendent of 
the Croydon hospital for the insane, 
urged that when a.man who commits 
a crime is apprehended, someone be 
appointed to examin» the prisoner to 
ascertain wheiher he. is. insane. or 
criminal. After such an éxamination 
Doctor Passmore said, the. proper 
treatment could be prescribed. \. 

The Rev. C. B. Simpsun, chaplain 
inspector of prisons, who had been in- 
vited to give his conclusion~ ag to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the present penal system, especially 
emphasizing his belief that impriscp- 
ment is -an effective deterrent to 
crime. He maintained that the atti- 
tude of many who are sent to jail is 
that of once bitten, twice shy. 

Directly contrary to conventional 
ideas of criminology weré the theories | “ 
of Captain St. John, the honorary sec- 
retary of tha Penal Reform League.

On another cccasion the lid of a 
cardboard box which was supposed to 
contain assorted French chocolates, 
started bulging upwards in a strange 
manner. . On taking it off there emerg- 
ed to view one of the smallest black 
pomerians I ever saw. It weighed 
only three pounds,. and was valued 
by its owner at 600 gutneas.

‘of dog smuggling. They run over to 
Paris, or Vienna, or wherever it may 
be, in order to fulfill a professional 
engagement, and. thoughtlessly take 
their pets with them, ignoring or for- 
getting the regulations as to quaran- 
tine on readmission to the United 
Kingdom.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT.4 


Heat Prostration. 

Heat prostration may occur to 
those who are not exposed to 
the direct rays of the sun, but 
who are living under conditions 
aecompanied by great heat and 
humidity, such-as workers in 
laundries, bakeries, foundries, 
etc. In this condition premoni- 
tory symptoms or warning signs, 
Buch as a sick stomach, vomit- 
ing, a feeling of faintness, dizzi- 
ness and at times a sense of tin- 
gling throughout the body, are 
usually in evidence. 

During very hot wenther per- 
sons having these symptoms 
should go to a cool, shady spot, 
sit or He down and keep perfect- 
ly quiet, awaiting medical at- 
tendance. In heat exhaustion or 
heat prostration the body tem- 
perature is never elevated, but 
may be below normal; the skin 
ia frequently found ¢ool and 
clammy, with free perspliation; 
the pulse is fast and weak. The 4 
afflicted person is very restless 
and may be unconscious. The 
natural appearance ts often the 
same as that of a person who: 
has fainted. Although in el 
hands warmth may. be appli 
and stimulants administered, yet 
it is advised, lest a mistake be 
made in determining. the exact 
condition of the individual, not 
to give any remedies, but to 
awalt the etrival of a doctor,” 
who should be sent for at once, 
and the person removed to a 
cool, well ventilated room as 
soon as possible.
